Third ; Oonveraion to the higher easts 
Hindoo—of whom the balk of the natives 
-means . a . lose of that easte ; and 
«ns not only being out off by and 
from his own Inndred, but the lose of repn- 
tation and respectability, the coming out 
from his circle and baino di*i»-!>ed by it. 

Fourth: Before yon oan persuade a 
Hindoo to aooept the Ohcietian religion, 
you have to make him willing in many in- 
stances to plunge, himself into actual pov- 
erty, andtpgoforth.notknowing who will 
give him employment or where he shall 
obtain a livelihood. 

Fifth: Then your difficulty increases 
still further beoaase yoa, the agent Booking 
to accomplish this, are a foreigner. Ws 
all know the prejudice which everywhere 
arista against foreigners who may seek to 
impose their. usages and enatoma upon ns. 
Especially would this apply to religion. If 
e Bossian eame to England to convert as 
to the Greek Cbunsb, tbo difficulty would 
be greatly increased by the fact that he was 
1 toreigoerwho sought to impose his re- 
igion npon ns. Hero ia as Englishman 
who goes to India to persuade the Hindoos 

come over and aooept » foreign religion. 

Sixth: ThodiffieultvofthetaBkyosaw 
seelong toaooomplish will appear still 
greater when it is remembered that the 
man who seeks to effect this change haa to 
doit in a foreign tongue orbymeaneof an 
interpreter — at any rata, for a time. 

Seventh :..The difficulty of oonvertuig a 
Hindoo would annees- still grcatar whan 
yoa oonsider that the Englisbmas belongs 
*o a natrau that is reputed to be notori- 
ously more immoral ihan hia own. Chris- 
tiana are a bye-word throughout the East 
for their drunkenness, gluttony, and other 
vioes. 

Eighths And then the greatness of such 
an undertaking will be magnified still fur- 
ther when it is remembered that this mis- 
Burner belongs to the race that haa con- 
quered the Hindoo's nation, and now lords 
it over them. ■ 

Now,; if* yoa take all these difficulties 
into consideration —for what applies to In- 
dia applies equally, with some little varia- 
tion, to the other heathen nations, whether 
great or small— yoa will get some idea of 
the magnitude of the task imposed upon 
any society that hopes to make any serious 
uagreaaioa by means of ooavereion. on the 
heathen world. Tha missionary soeietyof 
the future, if it is going to succeed is any 
mora striking degree, will have to reoog- 
uiee all this, and will have to put forth 
some action commensurate with this 
mighty work. It will say, "This is a tre- 
lumdoasly' difficult t&sk that lies before ua, 
but we must pat forth efforts in some way 
proportionate to its aocomolEshment.** 

I do not think it haa been so in the past. 
I think it has just been the other way on. 
We Salvationists, it. is true, have done a 
little, but I am ashamed of tha insigni- 
oanoo of our efforts. It is quite true that 
doriug the hut year wa have sent oat oue 
hundred add fifty missionaries which is, I 
suppose, about as many as all the denomi- 
naubna of Groat Britain put together, but 
that is not Baying very muob, I consider 
the effortfput forth by the whole Christian 
Church, the Salvation Army included, for 
the salvation of the world to be oontsmpti- 
blo. " I think they mast be thought very 
little of by God and the angels. 

How differently the ohildren of this gen- 
eration act I To keep India in eabjection, 
tlte Queen of these realms mainiaina and 
contains eighty thousand . Boldisra'tsained 
with great care for that parpese; butio 
MuLuue that' vast esaBraa_ to ttea away of 
our Bovereign Lori, fee'sjag of hin^, 



there should be at least eighty thousand 
Salvation soldiers at work, all trained and 
supported for the war. I do not know 
how many there are, but I should think 
a TOty insignificant number '" '

is eapeMeofmaWngttefortuneand trans- 
porting -the world's entire population to 
thecityofGod. Had they started to work 
it on the principles which influencw the 
Missionary Societies of to-day, and with 
a similar measure of energy and enterprise, 
thay would have had about fifty men dig- 
ging it out, and a capital of some tea 
thousand pounds invested in the scheme. 

Was this tba fashion after which the 
Manchester men want to work ? Ob, dear, 
no 1 They raised about eight millions of 
money straight ofl^ nearly as much ae 
would last the entire Missionary Societies 
of all the world far three long years, and 
Hi on between tea eai twenty thousand 
men, with all manner of costly machinery. 
They said the work waa important, and 
neither men nor money most be spared. 
They wanted it completed sharp. They 
had simply determined that tho canal 
should be, and went about tha bosinesa 
of making it, with onergy and money cor- 
responding to the magnitudaof the scheme, 

Eos, I want to tnow why God Al- 
migbty'a business cannot be carried on in 
tho samoonurgntio manner, and with the 
same regarfleasness of expense. If mil- 
lions of money can be raised for a single 
enterprise, wbioh, in view nf the revela- 
tions of this Book and the practical de- 
stinies of eternity, mast appear to be an 
insignificant and contemptible contrivance, 
how is it thai wa cannot raise millions of 
money to posh forward the Kingdom of 
Jesus Christ J 

The Missionary Society of the future, of 
which I am speaking, will manifest a 
spirit of similar or still more Uriah ex- 
penditure upon the realization of its 
schemes is is manifested by the world. 
Wealth will be poured forth without stint.
